Rev.  Leslie  Glenn  of  Christ  Church 

The  Reverend  Leslie  Glenn  of  Christ 
Church,  Cambridge,  spoke  on  November  28. 
History  shows,  said  Mr.  Glenn,  that  yester- 
day's jokes  were  often  the  beginnings  of  to- 
day's ideals.  Fighting  for  sound  ideals  often 
requires  that  we  be  laughed  at  until  the  truth 
of  the  ideals  is  accepted.  Great  men  have  en- 
dured ridicule  cheerfullv  and,  without  being 
prudish,  have  lived  to  see  their  ideas  approved 
by  the  world. 

Dr.  Richard  Gummere  of  Harvard 

Dr.  Richard  M.  Gummere,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Admissions  at  Harvard,  talked 
on  December  5  at  Vespers.  High  standards  of 
conduct  and  achievement  are  the  heritage  of 
today's  students,  said  Dr.  Gummere,  and  it  is 
important  that  we  justify  this  obligation.  In 
all  of  the  activities  of  schools  and  colleges  to- 
day, the  achievement  is  greater  than  it  was  a 
generation  ago,  and  we  should  not  under- 
estimate our  powers  of  attainment  by  simply 
traveling  with  the  herd.

CARROLL  PERRY  IN  HIS   STUDY

These  few  words  are  in  no  sense  a  eulogy 
of  Carroll  Perry.  Neither  his  family  desires, 
nor  would  he  have  wished  them  to  be  so.  In- 
deed, the  memory  of  his  own  modesty,  sim- 
plicity, and  sense  of  humour  would  make  any 
formal  address  on  this  occasion  impossible. 
We  are  met  today  not  for  a  funeral  service, 
but  for  a  service  of  thanksgiving  to  God  for 
the  joy  which  the  life  and  friendship  of  Car- 
roll Perry  brought  to  us. 

His  was  an  unusually  brilliant  mind,  and 
he  possessed  great  gifts.  He  knew  an  incred- 
ible amount  of  history,  of  literature,  and  of 
life.  But  those  of  us  who  are  here  this  after- 
noon are  united  by  a  deeper  bond.  He  loved 
us,  and  we  loved  him. 

Each  of  us  has  his  own  memories  of  Car- 
roll Perry's  irresistible  and  lovable  personal- 
ity. He  was  the  life  of  every  gathering.  His 
originality  and  humour  were  unique,  especial- 
ly because  his  wit  was  never  biting,  but  al- 
wavs  kindlv.  He  was  so  vivid  that  I  can  see 
and  hear  him  now.  Deep  down  was  his  love 
of  God,  and  from  that  came  his  love  of  peo- 
ple. He  hated  pretence  and  unreality.  He 
loved  people  of  every  walk  and  description, 


and  entered  into  their  joys  and  sorrows.  As 
a  result  his  influence  reached  out  into  the  en- 
tire community. 

Boys  especially  loved  him  because  he  al- 
ways had  something  of  the  boy  in  himself. 
Every  one  of  us  felt  when  we  were  with  him 
that  life  was  more  worth  living.  Although  we 
know  that  like  all  those  who  reach  the  heights 
he  at  times  plumbed  the  depths,  he  always 
made  us  feel  the  vitality  and  radiance  of  the 
Christian  religion.  This  radiance  of  his  was 
more  than  a  gift:  it  was  a  victory. 

Carroll  Perry  closed  his  life  of  his  father 
with  these  words: 

"And  now  I  have  done.  I  have  striven  to 
draw  him  as  he  was.  Xot  half  of  his  virtues, 
nor  half  of  his  foibles  have  been  set  down. 
He  loved  truth  and  humor  and  fairness;  but 
mostly  he  loved  friendship  and  little  children. 
He  cared  nothing  for  riches,  and  only  a  little 
for  fame.  Some  measure  of  the  last  he  gained, 
and  he  knew  what  to  do  with  it.  He  forgot  it. 
If  we  hold  with  Bronson  Alcott  that  Heaven 
is  a  place  in  which  we  shall  be  able  to  get  a 
little  conversation,  it  is  certain  where  you  will

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EDITORIAL 

The  past  season  was  a  successful  one  for 
the  Governor  Dummer  football  team.  What 
made  it  so?  The  material  at  the  beginning  of 
the  season  was  not  so  promising  as  in  previous 
years.  The  schedule  was  just  as  hard,  if  not 
harder,  than  last  year.  Nevertheless,  the  sea- 
son was  a  successful  one. 

One  thing  made  the  team  as  fine  as  it  was 
this  year.  Writers  have  called  that  thing  spirit, 
fight,  or  by  some  other  such  term.  It  is  really 
a  combination  of  all  these  things  that  de- 
scribes the  secret  of  the  Governor  Dummer 
team. 

At  a  moment  when  a  little  extra  pressure 
was  needed  to  make  a  first  down,  or  to  defend 
our  goal  line,  or  to  block  a  kick,  something 
seemed  to  give  that  extra  power  to  the  play- 
ers. It  was  not  spirit  only,  or  fight:  it  was 
more.
